A royul decree Lhat appeared In Lhe Gacela
Ofietial of the 20Lh 18 of groat 1nterest and lme-
portance Lo the commerce of all Spanlsh pos-
reaslons, aud therefore demands & passiog
nolce ut my bhands, By this decree the kiloll-
tro, or cable metre, bécomes the legal ton for
Lhe burden measursment ol vessels coming
into Spanish ports. The Custom House regu.
Istions relating to (ke colleetlon of sauls
tary dues in accordance with articles 682
apd 63 of those regulatlons and ne re.
duotion process of the existlng tonuage
of nil nalional and forelgn vessels to Lue
kilolitro standard are arranged in conformily
with the law of July 18, 1848, and form filieen of
those pdopted by the permsnent Commission on
Welghts and Measures, The arrangement for
those (uriicies H82.588) 18 extended and applied—
Firgi, 0 the tarifls and regulations relating to
Lbe premluma for the conalroction of vessels
of more than 400 tons; second, Lo the prohi-
bitdonary adn:isslon of vessels of forelga Limber
that vo not possess Lhis capaclily; tbird, Lo the
payment of ine tarlll’ doatles apperialuing w
Iron and wooden vessels when making thelr an-
tries; tourth, Lo all other operatlons and deeds
connected with the cuslom revenues. ‘The
decree 18 ot to have auy retroactive etleot, but
Is only applieable from I8 publication, sod no
reclpmuatlons or clalms for damage or Injuries
urisipg from 118 éxeculion are enteriginable by
the Government, The latter provision must
pecessarlly losure the decree an unwelcomse
reception from Ameriesn shilpowners and
masters, The ounpge in the standard repre-
gentatlon of Lthe ton upity and the divers come-
plicated provisions for a compliance with the
allered conditton of measuremoent will but
add to the many embarrassments and ceme-
plexities now already In Lhie way of Amerioan

commerce wilh BSpanish poris. No doubl

(Cheers.)

I have not deemed It proper or advisabla for
oneé who bas been chosen by the reépresentn-
Lives of the American people to take the second
position In thelr gift, to speak upon the polldls
cnl lesues of the day—lo go upon the politioal
arens as if his oilfice were unkKnown, thera to
express his thoughts to the public. My record,
whelher for gooo or for 1, Isbefore you all, For
fourteen long years It bas been writien down In
the record of your country; and 1 can say, be-
fore vy Uod to-night, there ls not a single Hoe
that, dying, I would wish to blot out.
